Funding crunch as schools forced

TWO primary schools in Harlow will almost 
double in size over the next two years to meet 
the growing demand for places. 

Longwood Primary School and Kingsmoor 
Academy have both been earmarked for 
expansion, with 210 places added to each. A 
new primary school at Newhall in 2018 will 


add a further 420 places. 

The news comes just a week after the 
town’s biggest academy trust announced it 
would be cutting support staff to help bal¬ 
ance the books. 

Burnt Mill Academy Trust - which runs 
Burnt Mill, Cooks Spinney, Freshwaters and 
Little Parndon in Harlow, Roydon Primary 
and Forest Hall in Stansted - has launched a 
consultation over plans to reduce the num- 


to increase capacity and cut staff 


ber of support workers it employs, including 
teaching assistants, dinner ladies, cleaners 
and caretakers. 

Redundancies 

A figure for the number of redundancies 
has not yet been announced, but talks are 
taking place with all staff and unions. 

Murray Sackwild, secretary of the Harlow 
and Epping Forest branch of the National 


Union of Teachers, said schools were having 
to make “fairly savage cuts” in an effort to 
maintain current provision and warned fur¬ 
ther cuts in Harlow are inevitable. 

“That is an unacceptable situation,” he 
said. 

“Because academies operate on a smaller 
financial scale to local authorities there are 
no contingency funds and no opportunity for 
short-term deficit budgeting.”

More help needed for 
mental health services 

Charity welcomes funding plan but says it does not go far enough

MENTAL health groups have wel¬ 
comed this week’s announcement that 
£lbn a year is to be invested in ser¬ 
vices but have called for more to be 
done. 

On Monday the Government out¬ 
lined plans on or a 24/7 emergency 
service for people suffering a mental 
health crisis, with funding due to 
begin in 2020. 

Sarah Huggett, communications co¬ 
ordinator for the mental health sup¬ 
port charity Mind in West Essex, said: 
“There is definitely more that still 
needs to be done. 


“This issue is not just about money. 
Funding has to go to the right places 
and it must go into both primary and 
secondary services. 

“There is hope but we can only 
speculate for the next five years as to 
how it may turn out.” 

Health secretary Jeremy Hunt 
announced the plans after a survey 
carried out by Mind revealed a 
quarter of people with severe mental 
health problems need more support 
than is currently on offer. 

The charity, which has been work¬ 
ing with the BBC all this week on a 
series of programmes to explore the 
issue, runs a drop-in service in Har¬ 
low and arranges appointments for 


people experiencing mental health 
problems. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) Mrs Hug¬ 
gett was interviewed on BBC Essex 
during which she spoke about her 
own experiences of overcoming a 
mental health problem and the dif¬ 
ficulties facing services. 

“We are not getting the funding we 
need,” she said. “We are let down in 
some areas and at the moment fun¬ 
draising is huge for us. We had bursar¬ 
ies but those were used straight away 
and that money is gone now. 

She added: “Breaking down stigma 
about mental health is a problem. 
From our experience the biggest chal¬ 
lenge is reaching out to men.” 


The issue of mental health was dis¬ 
cussed by Harlow Council last week 
when former chairman Ian Beckett 
proposed appointing a mental health 
champion to promote awareness and 
understanding of the cause. 

This week Cllr Beckett said: “I cau¬ 
tiously welcome the Government’s 
announcement as this shows at last a 
major health problem is being taken 
seriously 

“Whilst there needs to be a proper 
strategic approach, it is vital to 
involve local mental health and gen¬ 
eral practitioners, those with mental 
health problems as well as their fam¬ 
ily and friends who are often the first 
and frontline supporters.” 
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‘Garden town’ status bid 
for homes and transport 

Local campaigners lobby minister for investment package

A CALL has been made for the Gov¬ 
ernment to transform Harlow into a 
“garden town” providing new homes, 
better transport and roads. 

With £420million of funding alloc¬ 
ated to a Public Health England hub 
and the development of the Enterprise 
Zone, Harlow’s strategic location and 
economic potential has already attrac¬ 
ted Government investment. 

On Monday, housing minister 
Brandon Lewis met with MP Robert 
Halfon and Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner. 

“It is really quite an ambitious pro¬ 
ject,” said Mr Lewis. “Garden towns 
are about getting a more state backing 
for housing, and opportunities for 
development and for better transport. 

Ambition 

“Harlow is a town on the rise with a 
real appetite to grow and we’re well 
placed to support that ambition. I’m 
confident we can continue to drive the 
town forward and build the homes 
local families want and need.” 

The meeting was an opportunity for 
town politicians to lobby the Govern¬ 
ment for garden town status. The 
concept would extend the town to 
provide more homes and transport 
improvements. 

It has yet to be decided how and 
when this would be achieved. 

Malcolm Morley chief executive of 
Harlow Council, and Andrew John¬ 
son, leader of the district authority’s 
Conservative group, also met with the 
minister at the Civic Centre. 

The politicians then met to discuss 
housing with James and Rachel Cato,

residents of Tanyard Place, and Mark 
Henderson, chief executive of Home 
Group, which built the development 
off First Avenue. 

Garden town status would also 
bring in more Government funds for 
infrastructure and community amen¬ 
ities, such as roads, healthcare and 
schools to help the community cope 
with expansion. 

Cllr Clempner said: “This is push¬ 
ing the issue of growth right up the 
agenda but we need to address the 


infrastructure issues first, which is a 
concern for residents and businesses 
alike. We need to plan for growth, 
rather than growth just happening 
without the right infrastructure in 
place, like transport improvements 
and new health facilities. 

“We will continue to make the case 
with Government to get the invest¬ 
ment that Harlow needs.” 

The politicians also discussed the 
possibility of the inclusion of Harlow 
Town station in the new London rail 


network Crossrail 2. 

Mr Halfon added: “We have been 
told by Transport for London that 
Harlow is being seriously considered 
for the franchise. 

“We feel more housing could help 
achieve this and also help with town 
centre regeneration. Without more 
housing we are not going to be able to 
do anything about the town centre. 

“For many reasons, housing is one 
of the biggest issues for residents and 
for the future of Harlow.” 


Man suffers eye injury in assauit by gang of teens 


THE victim of a gang attack suffered a 
serious injury to one of his eyes after 
he was struck in the face with a child’s 
scooter. 

The assault took place after the 27- 
year-old man had been involved in a 
confrontation with the group of teen¬ 
agers outside the Tesco store in 
Church Langley on Friday evening. 

As he walked away he was followed 
by the group of between 10 and 15 


youngsters. They were then involved 
in a further disturbance in the road at 
the junction of Hadley Grange and 
Kiln Lane. 

It was during this second alterca¬ 
tion that the man was struck on the 
head with the black and orange scoot¬ 
er. 

He was taken to hospital where he 
received treatment for the injury to his 
eye, which was severely swollen. 


PC Jo Snell, who is investigating the 
attack, said: “1 am keen to speak to 
anyone who witnessed the disturb¬ 
ance, saw the teenagers in the area at 
the time or can identify any of those 
involved.”

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We must all 
pull together 

SIR There have been many tears 
shed throughout Essex Police 
recently following the outcome 
of another round of cuts, 
meaning that many PCSOs now 
know they are losing their jobs. 

At the same time there are 
still people writing to the local 
press to complain about policing 
issues. In my view it’s time they, 
the complainants, had a reality 
check. 

Firstly, the reduction in police 
officers and staff is the result of 
the economic downturn and the 
actions of government as they 
try to balance the books.

It is clear the problem is often 
escalated by the selfish and 
inconsiderate behaviour of some 
drivers who park and obstruct 
pavements, junctions, driveways, 
school entrances, pedestrian 
crossings and in other 
dangerous ways. 

As a nation we need to educate 
these drivers but unfortunately 
aren’t they just part of a wider 
problem? Much of this stems 
from the lack of respect and 
consideration for others, the 
lowering of acceptable standards 
of behaviour and other factors 
that seem to influence the 
thoughtlessness and apathy that 
so often surrounds us. 

It is obvious that one of the 
major factors, that contribute to 
the ongoing issues around 
parking is the lack of foresight 
by town planners in years gone 
by. However, probably, like me, 
their crystal ball broke before 
they could predict the future.

Rugby club wins planning battle to switch sites

HARLOW Rugby Club has won its 
seven-year struggle to move to a 
new ground at Latton Farm. 

The club, which plays in the 
London Division 3 North East 
league, finally gained planning 
approval to relocate facilities and 
pitches from its current base at 
Ram Gorse. 

Speaking after members of the 
council’s development manage¬ 
ment committee rubber-stamped 
the application at a meeting last 
Wednesday, club vice-chairman 
Alan Brooking said: “We are very 
pleased. 

“It is a major step forward and 
we are much further down the 
line. We are starting to think 
about putting the first seeds in the 
soil. 

“All we have to do now is final¬ 
ise the legal agreements, which is 
not a major issue. This should 
take three or four weeks and we 
should be ready to start in March 
or April time.” 

He added: “It all depends how 


the grass grows for when we move 
in but we are looking at between 
December of this year and next 
February.” 

The club started considering 
moving away from Ram Gorse, 
which is to be developed for hous¬ 
ing, in 1996 and a proposal was 
drawn up in 2008. 

The new site at Latton Farm 
will have six pitches - one for the 
first team, two for senior teams, 
two for junior teams and one for 
training. 

Councillors held off granting 
permission following con¬ 
cerns raised about 
traffic and noise but the 
plans were eventually 
passed in December 
2014 subject to the 
club meeting certain 
requirements. 

“We secured 
initial plan¬ 
ning permis¬ 
sion and this 
new plan ad¬ 
dressed 
some of the 
issues that

were raised,” said Mr Brooking. 
“The committee were satisfied 
that we had met their directions. 

“The report recognises that we 
have done a lot of things that were 
asked. People are now starting to 
get excited as this is finally going 
to happen.” 

The amended proposals sub¬ 
mitted jointly by the club and 
developer Kier Living were 
approved despite some reserva¬ 
tions from Cllr Jean Clark. 

She said: “1 think this area [Lat¬ 
ton Farm] is a green oasis so it’s 
important the development has 
been kept open. 

“1 think there will be £ 
increase in traffic and of noise 
and light pollution as well.” 

But other councillors 
voiced their support 
including Cllr Shona 
Johnson, who said: 
It is going to be 
completely ben¬ 
eficial to the 
community 
and will really 
add some¬ 
thing to the 
town.”

But Tesco denies a problem at its pumps is to blame

CAR owners who have had to fork out 
hundreds of pounds for repairs to their 
vehicles are adamant the problems can 
be traced back to fuel from Tesco filling 
stations in Harlow. 

The angry motorists claim they started 
experiencing problems last month after 
filling up at the Tesco stores in Edin¬ 
burgh Way and Church Langley Way. 

This week Tesco said it had carried out 
checks on the fuel at both sites and found 
nothing wrong. 

Among those affected was Linda Saun¬ 
ders, 58, of Boulton Close, Harlow, who 
paid almost £500 to have her car repaired 


after she filled up with unleaded petrol at 
the Church Langley store. 

“The mechanics said the problem was 
due to dirty fuel,” she said. “As 1 fill up at 
Tesco Church Langley 99 per cent of the 
time 1 contacted customer services and 
was told that if it was proved that Tesco 
petrol had caused the breakdown they 
would reimburse me. 

Faulty 

“My bank statement and mechanic’s 
receipt was emailed to Tesco. 1 also said 
that the mechanics had given me the 
faulty parts back in case they needed to 
be inspected. 

“The mechanic also stated that anoth¬ 
er of his customers had sent a fuel sample 


to be analysed by trading standards.” 

Terry Vanderweele, 75, who lives in 
Sawbridgeworth with wife Carol, filled 
his Kia Cee’d with diesel at the Edin¬ 
burgh Way store and started experien¬ 
cing problems the following day. 

“It stopped and started all the way up 
the A1184,” he said. “1 got it back to the 
house and the RAC came. They determ¬ 
ined the fuel line had a problem.” 

The car was eventually repaired at a 
garage in Bishop’s Stortford. The owner, 
Dave O’Brien, confirmed the garage had 
dealt with five or six fuel issues and all 
had occurred after the owners had filled 
up at Tesco stores in Harlow or Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

He said: “We couldn’t confirm [fuel 


contamination] but we put the pieces of 
the puzzle together and assumed it was 
the fuel. It seemed to be a coincidence 
that they all came from Tesco.” 

Crawling 

Posting on the Star’s Facebook page, 
Amanda Hill wrote: “Over the past five 
weeks, on three separate occasions, the 
engine management light has come on 
and my car has been put into limp home 
mode, resulting in crawling on the motor¬ 
way. 

“On the third occasion the garage 
changed the fuel filter. Each time this had 
happened I’d just filled up with diesel 
from the Church Langley Tesco.” 

And mum-of-two Claire Rogers, of 


Hampton Gardens, Sawbridgeworth, 
ended up paying almost £200 for repairs 
to her Peugeot 308 after filling it with 
diesel at the Church Langley store on 
Sunday, January 17. 

“[1 filled up] as 1 dropped my husband 
off to collect a hire car,” she said. “Within 
less than a mile my engine management 
lights came on.” 

She took the car to a garage the fol¬ 
lowing day for it to be checked. “It seems 
it had caused low fuel pressure, a block¬ 
age, in my fuel filter,” she said. “1 dis¬ 
cussed it with the garage and they said [it 
was likely a] dodgy fuel pump.” 

A Tesco spokesman said: “We carried 
out an investigation at both sites and no 
problems were revealed with our fuel.”

But union urges education chiefs to look again at redundancy plans 
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Land near Mil 
is dropped from 
waste plant list 

CONFIRMATION that Essex County 
Council has removed land near the Mil 
junction at Harlow from a list of allocated 
sites for a waste facility has been wel¬ 
comed by parish councillors. 

North Weald Bassett Parish Council 
was told unofficially last month that the 
site next to the McDonald’s restaurant 
had been rejected as a possible site for 
open-air disposal of inert construction, 
demolition and excavation waste. 

County Hall has now said it had taken 
the decision because the site is in the 
Green Belt and any proposals would be 
rejected unless very special circum¬ 
stances apply. 

“Following further consideration of 
representations received it is no longer 
clear that the waste use amounts to very 
special circumstances,” said a county 
council spokesman. 

“Given this uncertainty this site is no 
longer included in the Replacement Local 
Waste Plan.” 

Unacceptable 

The parish council branded the sug¬ 
gestion “completely unacceptable” beca¬ 
use the proposed site was close to housing, 

St Clare Hospice, Harlow Garden Centre 
and McDonald’s. 

There were also fears that it could have 
meant eight lorries entering and exiting 
the site every hour of every day of the 
year. 

Council leader Cyril Hawkins said: 
“This news brings to an end a period of 
great uncertainty for the parish as we 
feared that such a use could go ahead 
despite the wishes of the parish council 
and local residents.” 

Epping Forest Council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee also said the plan 
should be rejected amid concerns that the 
use would increase traffic congestion at 
the junction 7 roundabout of the Mil.

BURNT Mill Academy Trust will not be 
alone in announcing redundancies as 
schools across the region battle to bal¬ 
ance the books, the trust’s chief exec¬ 
utive has warned. 

Rising costs for national insurance, 
pension contributions and the unfunded 
cost of living increase have been blamed 
for last week’s announcement. 

Trust chief executive Helena Mills 
said: “We know that we have to work 
within the budget we have which may 
not have been cut but in real terms is 
worth less. 

“If you take into account inflation and 
increased contributions to pensions and 
national insurance that we have to make 
as employers, we will have eight per cent 
less by the end of this Parliament. Like 
so many other academy trusts we are 
making savings.” 

The trust, which runs Burnt Mill, 
Cooks Spinney, Freshwaters and Little 
Parndon in Harlow, Roydon Primary 
and Forest Hall in Stansted - is con¬ 
sulting on plans to reduce the number of 
support workers it employs including 
teaching assistants, dinner ladies, clean¬ 
ers and caretakers. 

A figure for the number of redund¬ 
ancies has not yet been announced but 
talks are taking place with all staff and 
unions. 


NUT Harlow and Epping Forest sec¬ 
retary Murray Sackwild said schools are 
having to make “fairly savage cuts” in 
an effort to maintain current provision 
and said further cuts in Harlow are 
inevitable. 

“That is an unacceptable situation,” 
he said. “Because academies operate on 
a smaller financial scale to local author¬ 
ities there are no contingency funds and 
no opportunity for short-term deficit 


budgeting. As further cuts bite over the 
next four years there is little doubt that 
educational provision in Harlow will be 
impacted.” 

Ms Mills warned that schools and 
trusts will find themselves in “great 
difficulties” in the next couple of years if 
they ignore the cuts. 

“We may be one of the first to 
announce our redundancies but there 
are many schools in the Eastern region 


who are doing this now to secure the 
future of their schools and the children 
in them,” she added. 

But Mr Sackwild urged schools to look 
at their finances again before making 
“highly valued staff” redundant. 

“The loss of teaching assistants and 
other non-teaching staff doesn’t 
increase class sizes so cosmetically 
looks less damaging than the loss of 
teachers - but teaching assistants are 
vital to the effective operation of a school 
or an academy and the education 
provided. 

“Additionally while teachers may 
travel in from 20 miles non-teaching 
staff tend to be local so these redund¬ 
ancies will hit the local community.” 

He criticised Harlow MP Robert Half- 
on, who he said must use his influence to 
campaign against the cuts, adding: 
“There are, indeed, massive concerns 
that cuts will increase redundancies 
across the town. 

“I would ask Mr Halfon to use his 
significant influence to campaign 
against education cuts rather than spin 
figures to make it look as if there isn’t an 
issue. Such an attitude makes it look as if 
the schools are at fault when, in fact, 
they are doing extremely well to do what 
they do with ever-dwindling reso¬ 
urces.” 

Mr Halfon has said he is investigating 
the levels of Government funding given 
to BMAT.

PERMISSION has been granted for a 
Harlow primary school to build a new 
six-classroom block. 

St Alban’s Catholic Academy has 
been granted permission by Harlow 
Council to extend the school building 
with a two-storey extension. 

From September, the Catholic 
academy will change from a single¬ 
form entry - 240 pupils - to two-form 
entry - 420 pupils - over a five year

period. 

The extension will create six new 
classrooms to accommodate the extra 
pupils. 

The plans will also allow for the 
creation of six additional car parking 
spaces on the site in First Avenue. 

At the moment parents drop off 
students using the adjacent car park at 
Our Lady of Fatima Church in Howard 
Way. 


Harlow Council unanimously 
approved the plans despite concerns 
about the increased pressure on 
parking in the area. 

One objector said: “We, along with 
our neighbours, have constant battles 
on a daily basis with parents of St 
Alban’s using our stretch of the road as 
a parking place to drop their children 
off with no consideration for us what 
so ever. 


“Every day our drives are blocked 
when we need to leave for work, or cars 
are carelessly parked blocking the 
pavement for mobility access. 

“It’s only a matter of time before a 
child is hurt. I am extremely 
concerned.” 

The plans were unanimously 
approved by the council’s development 
management committee at a meeting 
last month.

GP’s asthma warning 

HEALTH: The current cold spell has 
prompted a warning to parents and 
carers of children with asthma to be on 
their guard.

Commissioning Group, which is 
responsible for planning and buying 
NHS healthcare in Harlow and Epping 
Forest, has warned that cold weather is 
a major trigger for asthma symptoms. 

One in 11 children suffers from the 
condition and NHS figures show a child 
is admitted to hospital every 20 minutes 
following an asthma attack. 

CCG chairman and Harlow GP Dr Rob 
Gerlis said: “Hospital admissions for 
asthma traditionally peak during 
periods of particularly cold weather. 

This can be due to breathing cold air 
into the lungs which can in turn trigger 
asthma. 

“Children whose asthma is well- 
controlled are more likely to be able to 
withstand the risks of winter and avoid 
having to spend any time in hospital.”

Expansion earmarked 
for primary academies 

County Hall to create 420 new places and build a new school

A PRIMARY school which was placed in special meas¬ 
ures will almost double in size to meet the increasing 
demand for places in Harlow. 

Longwood Primary Academy, in Paringdon Road, 
will have 210 new places created from September under 
plans unveiled by Essex County Council. 

After the school, which is run by National Education 
Trust Academies Trust (NET), was placed in special 
measures by education body Ofsted following an 
inspection in 2014 it embarked on a two-year pro¬ 
gramme of improvements. 

Under the £360m plans, a further 210 places will also 
be created at Kingsmoor Academy, in Ployters Road, in 
2017 and a new school will open at Newhall in 2018. 

Kingsmoor, which is run by the Academy Trans¬ 
formation Trust, had been rated as requiring improve¬ 
ment by Ofsted inspectors but at its last review it was 
said to be making progress. 

Demand 

“Essex is growing rapidly and the demand for school 
places in the county is also continuing to rise,” 
explained county councillor Ray Gooding. 

“We have a fantastic track record of investing sig¬ 
nificant funds to ensure we have the spaces needed to 
meet that demand and these proposals illustrate our 
continued commitment to that.” 

County Hall says its commitment to ensuring Essex 
has sufficient places to meet the rising demand by 
approving plans to spend £364m over the next three 
years including £49.8m in 2016/17. Some 2,195 new 
school places will be created for the 2016/17 academic 
year, with thousands more being delivered in 2017/18 
and 2018/19. 

In addition to the capital spending on creating new 
school places, a further £9.4m will be spent on other 
education-related projects. 

“Moving forward, we are planning to spend about

£400m over the next five years, including more than 
£80m on delivering new special school places,” added 
Cllr Gooding. 


The Star contacted both NET Academy Trust and the 
Academy Tranformation Trust for a comment.

However, she refused to accept 
the medical profession’s prognos¬ 
is and battled for years at the gym, 
devising her own rehab plan. She 
is now able to walk with the aid of 
sticks.

LAST week Harlow Council 
agreed its budgets for 2016/17. 

Our priority is to do what 
we can to ensure services are 
not taken away from residents, 
although this continues to be 
difficult to achieve. 

Despite Government 
funding cuts being greater 
than anticipated and further 
changes to funding for council 
housing, this year all services 
are protected from closure or 
major cuts. 

There is little room for the 
council to invest money in 
improving services, but 1 
believe we continue to provide 
an excellent range of services 
for the town. 

Increasing council tax won’t 
be popular but a small 7p a 
week increase in the council’s 
share of the average council 
tax bill helps towards 
protecting services, now and 
in the future. 

Although Harlow collects 
council tax on behalf of Essex 
County Council, the Essex 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner and Essex Fire 
& Rescue, it only keeps around 
17p of every £1 collected. For 
the average council tax bill in 
2016/17, Essex County Council 
will be increasing its share by 
74p a week and Essex Police by 
8p a week. 

Although a small proportion 
of the funding (around 10 per 
cent), the money Harlow 
Council gets from council tax 
helps fund a range of non-

housing services. The 
council’s housing budget is 
separate and is mostly funded 
by tenants’ rents. 

This year, rent levels will go 
down to meet Government 
legislation. However, less 
income from rents means less 
money for the council’s 
housing services, modernising 
and maintaining council 
homes and the building of new 
council houses. 

Despite the unprecedented 
financial challenges 
remaining, we still have 
ambitious plans for Harlow 
and good things are planned 
for our town, like the 
regeneration of the town 
centre and the £420m 
investment in the new world- 
class Public Health England 
science hub.

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Man died from head 
injuries in stairs fall 

Police launched murder probe after accident, inquest is told

A MAN whose death sparked a murder invest¬ 
igation died after falling down the stairs of his 
home in Old Harlow, an inquest has heard. 

Stephen Case, 53, of The Hoo, died as the 
result of serious head injuries which he sus¬ 
tained in the fall on Tuesday, April 28 last 
year. 

The inquest held at Chelmsford Coroners’ 
Court on Thursday heard that post mortem 
tests showed Mr Case had 340 milligrams of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of blood - more than 
four times the legal drink drive limit of 80 
mg. 

Police initially treated his death as sus¬ 
picious and arrested Mr Case’s partner, 
Alastair Weir, on suspicion of grievous bodily 
harm and then later murder, but the inquest 
was told he was never charged with either 
offence. 

Detective Chief Inspector Morgan Cronin, 
who handled the case, said police were con-

tacted by the ambulance service at 12.26am on 
April 20. 

“Mr Weir reported at the time that he [Mr 
Case] had fallen down the stairs and had a 
head injury. The ambulance team thought that 
was suspicious and the behaviour of Mr Weir 


concerned them. 

“Mr Weir was arrested on suspicion of 
causing grievous bodily harm. Sadly Mr Case 
died in hospital on April 28 and at its highest 
this was a murder investigation.” 

DCl Cronin told the court that the forensics 
team found no evidence of domestic violence 
and added that there was no evidence from 
their phones that there had been any bad 
feeling between the two men, who had met 
through an online dating site. 

Eleanor McCann, the area coroner for 
Essex, said that after hearing the evidence she 
concluded Mr Case had died as the result of an 
accident. 

“There is nothing to show that this is an 
unlawful killing,” she said. “1 will not be 
returning the verdict of alcohol-related death 
even though it played some part.” 

Addressing the five members of Mr Case’s 
family who attended the hearing, Ms McCann 
said: “1 hope you can take away happy memor¬ 
ies of Stephen today.” 

■ Verdict: accidental death.

Romantics sleep 
around in city 
that never sleeps

ooking for love, 
companionship or a 
welcoming port in a 
carnal storm couldn’t be 
simpler in a 24-hour 
digital age of competing apps 
and online dating services. 

You no longer have to practice 
chat-up lines or reject potential 
suitors face to face. 

A casual swipe of a 
touchscreen relegates unsuitable 
matches to the scrapheap while 
an array of winks, woofs, 
whistles and growls alerts the 
lucky few to your piqued 
interest. 

Based on the book of the same 
name by Liz Tucillo, Christian 
Ditter’s raucous comedy drama 


follows a group of hapless and 
hopeless romantics in New York 
City as they stumble between 
one-night stands, missed 
opportunities and chance 
liaisons. 

It’s a glossy and sporadically 
hilarious portrait of sleeping 
around in the city that never 
sleeps, populated by attractive 
and wealthy people who spend 
the best part of two hours 
vacillating about affairs of the 
heart when common sense 
dictates they would be inundated 
with offers. 

Perky heroine Alice (Dakota 
Johnson) meets her boyfriend 
Josh (Nicholas Braun) at college, 
but worries that the relationship 


has curtailed her journey of 
self-discovery. 

“We need to know what it’s 
like to be single... at least once,” 
she tells her heartbroken beau, 
enforcing their temporary 
separation by moving to the Big 
Apple, where she crashes with 
her sister Meg (Leslie Mann), a 
pediatric doctor immune to the 
charms of gurgling toddlers. 

Alice lands a plum job as a 
paralegal at a top firm, where 
she is befriended by spirited 
fellow employee Robin (Rebel 
Wilson). 

The gal pals join forces in 
their pursuit of handsome bed 
partners, snagging bar man Tom 
(Anders Holm) and widower 


David (Damon Wayans Jr), who 
is fiercely protective of his young 
daughter Phoebe (Zani Jones 
Mbayise). 

Meanwhile Meg is caught 
off-guard a charming younger 
suitor, Ken (Jake Lacy), and 
commitment-phobe Tom 
develops an infuriating crush on 
one of his customers, Lucy 
(Alison Brie). 

How To Be Single stomps over 
similar ground to the 2009 
romcom He’s Just Not That Into 
You, also based on a book by 
Tucillo, and is peppered with the 
usual array of heartbreaks and 
gushing declarations, 
underscored by a toe-tapping 
soundtrack of Taylor Swift, Guns 


N’ Roses and Avicii. 

Johnson is a likeable, if 
slightly bland, dreamer, not too 
far removed from her little girl 
lost in Fifty Shades Of Grey, 
while Wilson injects madcap 
comic energy including various 
ad-libs that elicit the occasional 
belly laugh. Her potty-mouthed 
riffs in a sauna scene are a 
particular treat. 

Ditter skips merrily back and 
forth between the different 
characters, drizzling closing 
scenes with emotional syrup, so 
even the unlucky in love are 
ridiculously fortunate in life. 

Luck be a sex-crazed single 
lady.

O lately, I've been trying to think 
of some crafty ways to make use 
of all the photos that are sitting 
on my laptop and since Mother’s 
Day is coming up, 1 decided to 
make my mum a personalised decoupage 
memory box using pretty floral papers and 
old photos! 

This project is super easy, making it an 
ideal craft project for kids too. 

This would make a lovely thoughtful 
pressie for any occasion, as you can really 
personalise it with photos, old love letters, 
maps, or simply your favourite things. 

This box features photographs of all the 
wonderful women from my mum’s family, 
from both past and present. A lovely way to 
remember them all 1 think and 1 know my 
mum will love it - if she doesn’t see it here 
first! 



WHAT YOU WILL NEED ... 

A BOX Any box will do, ideally made of wood or 
cardboard. 

A FEW SHEETS OF FLORAL PAPER Often it comes 
free with craft magazines, or pop into your nearest 
Hobbycraft for some floral decoupage paper. 
Wrapping paper would be fine. 

SOME PHOTOGRAPHS PRINTED ONTO REGULAR 
PLAIN A4 PAPER Most printers now are laserjet 
which is ideal, if you use an inkjet printed it may 
run! 

PVA GLUE & PAINTBRUSH You can use Mod podge 
or regular PVA in your preferred finish, I like matt. 
AN OLD BOOK Thankfully this one already had 
pages missing! 


Step 1: 

Tear up your floral paper, book and 
photographs. You could use scissors if 
you'd prefer, but tearing gives a much nicer, 
smoother finish. 

Step 2: 

Start in one corner, and apply some glue to 
the box, place a piece of paper on the glue, 
then put a layer of glue on top of the paper. 
That, in a nutshell is decoupage. 

Step 3: 

Slowly work your way over the rest of the 
area, alternating between each of the 
pieces pieces to give a nice contrast. 

My method was to cover an area with 
just the florals and writing paper, then 
place the photo in the middle. However, 
there really is no right way, just be creative 
and have fun with it. 

Step 4: 

If possible try and fold/glue the edges 
around as you go. Then when you've 
finished one side, give it another good, 
thick coat of a glue all over. 

Don't worry if it looks white, PVA will 
dry clear. Leave it to dry overnight, then do 
the other side the following day.

HARLOW Town’s class of 2015-16 
went into the club’s history books 
with their 12th straight victory. 

The 4-1 victory over Thurrock 
at The Harlow Arena on Saturday 
surpassed the feat of 11 wins 
achieved by the Isthmian Divi¬ 
sion One title-winning Owls side 
of the 1978-79 season. 

Harlow were 1-0 down at half¬ 
time and had missed a penalty, so 
it looked like it might be one of 
those days for the Hawks. 

But an astonishing three-goal 
spell in five minutes around the 
hour turned this game on its 
head. 

Harlow have had an awful 
record against their bogey team 
Thurrock. 

They had never beaten the Fleet 
until they won ten days ago in a 
league match and had never won 
at home. 

Stamping 

Even when they were called 
Purfleet, Harlow had recorded 
one win against their Essex 
rivals. That solitary away win 
against Purfleet came in 1989. 

Thurrock also beat the Hawks 
in last season’s play-off semi-final 
despite a 103 points tally, three 
points more than Harlow got 
when they won the title in 1978- 
79. 

Thurrock named ex-Hawks 
skipper Dave Cowley in midfield, 
while Michael Toner, skippering 
the visitors, and keeper Rhys 
Madden all returned to their old 
stamping ground. 

The game got off to a stunning 
start. 

After barely 80 seconds, Mario 
Noto threaded a ball through to 
Alex Read and he stormed into the 
box but was taken out by keeper 
Madden. 

Referee Christopher Francis 
had no option but to point to the 
spot and yellow carded Madden. 


Read took the penalty but rolled 
the ball the wrong side of the left 
post. 

Thurrock then broke the dead¬ 
lock on nine minutes when Ron¬ 
nie Winn brushed aside poor 
Hawks defending before firing a 
shot from just inside the box into 
the bottom right corner. 


If the first half got off to an 
awful start, the second was its 
polar opposite as Harlow levelled 
after just 20 seconds. 

Read cut the ball across from 
the left side of the Thurrock pen¬

half The winger was 40 yards out 
and had a huge amount to do, but 
he stepped on the gas, went past 
two defenders and then curled the 
ball beautifully into the bottom 
left corner.

JUNIOR DADSON hailed his won¬ 
der goal against Thurrock as the 
best of his career because of the 
back drop of it giving Harlow 
Town the edge to go on and demol¬ 
ish their opponents and take their 
place in the club’s record books. 

The winger now has his highest 
goal tally for a season of 27 goals, 
matching his age. 

He ran 25 yards past two defend¬ 
ers before drilling a wonderful 
shot into the bottom left corner to 
give the Hawks a decisive 2-1 lead, 
a goal that could have easily 
graced that evening’s Match of the 
Day programme on BBCl. 

Dadson said: “For what the 
cause was today [going for the 
club record 12th win], it was prob¬ 
ably the best goal. 

“I’m pleased with the goal. The 
manager has always said once you 
get into the final third, that’s 
where the attacking players can 


make something happen. 

“Thankfully 1 was able to make 
some space for myself, get inside 
the full-back and hit it into the 
bottom corner.” 

Knowing Harlow’s poor record 
against Thurrock - never having 
beaten them at home or in their 
previous reincarnation as 
Purfleet - Dadson said it was play¬ 
ing on the players’ minds at half- 
time when they were 1-0 down and 
had missed a penalty, but they 
were determined to end their hoo¬ 
doo.

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JUNIOR DADSON has set himself 
a new goals target after reaching a 
tally he had last surpassed when 
he was playing youth football as 
an UlO. 

The 27-year-old scored a won¬ 
derful individual goal to give Har¬ 
low Town a crucial 2-1 lead in 
their 4-1 demolition of play-off 
rivals Thurrock in the club 
record-breaking 12th straight win 
on Saturday. 

He now has 27 goal this term, 
including nine in his last ten 
appearances.
